“We drill them on spelling con- 
tinually from the second grade,” 
Mrs. Ella B. Wise, instructor, said. 
“You see, we set a goal and then 
work for that. You have to have 
& goal in everything if you get 
any place.” 

At home, these students hear no 
English words, their parents be- 
ing unable to say any more than 
just a few phrases. Very little, if 
anytihng, is available for them to 
read. Poverty is prevalent and 
the youths and their families ex- 
ist on an income of a few dollars 
@ month.
